So  great  was  his  power  that  finally  his  friend,  the  King 
of  Egypt,  wrote  hinn,  "The  gods  are  jealous  of  your  pros- 
perity.    Give   up  your  most  valuable   possession." 

To  appease  the  wrath  of  the  gods,  Polycrates  regretfully 
threw  into  the  sea  his  rarest  treasure — an  emerald  signet 
ring.  A  few  days  later,  an  enormous  fish  was  brought 
to  the  feasting  table.  Behold,  when  it  was  opened,  there 
lay  the  emerald  ring. 

When  the  King  of  Egypt  heard  the  news,  he  thought, 
"The  gods  have  refused  his  offering.  A  terrible  mis- 
fortune will  befall  him."  And  so  it  was,  Polycrates  fell 
into  the  hands  of  an  enemy  who  put  him  to  death  by 
crucifixion.

An  ex- 
cellent and  far-reaching  network  of 
motor  highways  connects  Chattanooga 
with  principal  southern  points  and  na- 
tional highways  lead  to  all  other  sec- 
tions. Those  who  desire  more  speedy 
travel  than  that  provided  by  train  or 
auto  will  find  well  established  aerial 
transportation  service  connecting  with 
principal  air  lines  centering  around 
Lovell  Field,  the  city's  new  $250,000 
airport,  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in 
the  South. 

By  Train? — Read  This 

It  is  suggested  that  all  persons  at- 
tending the  Conclave  from  points  west 
of  the  Mississippi  River  make  plans  to 
travel  from  the  Pacific  Coast  by  way  of 
Salt  Lake  City  and  Denver. 

A  special  Pullman  car  has  been  re-

Delegates  as- 
sembling in  Denver  should  get  in  touch 
with  Brother  Raymond  J.  Heath,  presi- 
dent of  the  Denver  Alumni  Chapter, 
2209  Ash  Street,  and  receive  any  further 
desired  information  from  him. 

Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  Missouri  dele- 
gates may  join  the  party  at  St.  Louis 
where  there  will  be  a  sufficient  stop- 
over to  allow  for  a  hasty  survey  of  the 
city  and  of  Washington  University,  the 
seat  of  Missouri  Beta.

By  Auto? — Read  This 

With  the  coming  of  each  new  Con- 
clave the  number  of  persons  who  travel 
by  auto  increases.  For  that  reason  it  has 
been  deemed  wise  to  present  a  map 
showing  the  main  United  States  high- 
ways from  the  several  sections  of  the 
country  to  set  down  several  suggested 
routes  to  Chattanooga  selected  by  virtue 
of  the  condition  of  the  possible  roads, 
scenic  and  historic  interest,  and  the 
number  of  chapters  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsi- 
Jon  to  be  visited. 

All  such  persons  as  are  not  already 
members  of  an  automobile  club  and  es- 
pecially of  the  American  Automobile 
Association  are  urged  to  affiliate  with 
such  an  organization  in  order  that  they 
may  receive  the  splendid  service  con- 
cerning road  conditions,  temporary  re- 
pairs, hauling  and  the  like,  furnished. 
Useful  information  is  also  furnished  by 
the  numerous  gas  and  oil  companies 
and  gasoline  distributing  stations,  all 
of  which  agencies  will  be  glad  to  com- 
ply with  requests  for  information. 
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The  highway  gateways  from  the  west 
to  Chattanooga  are  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
and  Memphis,  Tennessee,  and  brothers 
driving  from  points  west  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi River  will  probably  come 
through  these  cities. 

The  Conclave  Committee  has  made 
arrangements  with  the  Claridge  Hotels 
in  St.  Louis  and  Memphis  to  handle 
Sig  Eps  staying  in  St.  Louis  the  night 
of  August  29  and  in  Memphis  the  night 
of  August  30,  as  these  cities  are  ap- 
proximately a  two-day  and  one-day 
drive,  respectively,  from  Chattanooga. 
These  hotels  are  reserving  a  block  of 
rooms  and  are  quoting  Sig  Eps  the 
special  rates  of  $1.30  per  room  for 
rooms  occupied  by  one  person;  $1.25 
per  person  for  two  or  more  persons 
occupying  one  room. 

Each  room  has  electric  fan,  combina- 
tion tub  and  shower  bath,  and  is  mod- 
ern in  all  respects.  These  hotels  com- 
pare with  the  best  hotels  in  these  cities 
and  we  feel  that  these  rates  are  very 
attractive  indeed.  If  you  want  to  stay 
with  the  crowd  in  these  cities,  please 
notify  the  Conclave  Director  and  ask 
him  to  make  hotel  reservations  for  you. 

In  Louisville,  Kentucky,  the  Brown 
Hotel  has  announced  a  double  rate  of 
three  dollars  and  a  single  rate  of  two 
dollars. 

The  Conclave  Committee  will  also 
probably  make  hotel  arrangements  for 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  If  you  are  planning 
to  spend  the  night  in  Cincinnati  please 
communicate  with  the  Director  of  the 
Conclave  for  rates. 

Sig  Eps  planning  to  spend  the  night 
in  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  can  stay  at 
Tennessee  Alpha  Chapter  House,  1515 
West  Cumberland  Avenue,  for  which 
there  will  be  no  charge. 

All  chapters  west  of  the  Mississippi, 
except  Oklahoma,  Texas,  and  Arkan- 
sas, will  find  their  routes  ultimately 
over  U.S.  40  and  most  of  the  others 
east  of  the  Mississippi  are  on  or  near 
U.S.  11  and  U.S.  41  which  pass  through 
Chattanooga.

From  Ogden  the  route 
passes  to  Cheyenne,  Wyoming,  and 
thence  to  Fort  Collins,  Colorado,  with 
Colorado  Agricultural  College,  and 
Colorado  Gamma,  skirts  Boulder  with 
the  University  of  Colorado  and  Colo- 
rado Alpha  and  into  Denver  where  is 
located  Denver  University  and  Colo- 
rado Beta.  Twelve  miles  southwest  of 
Denver  is  Golden  where  is  located  the 
Colorado  School  of  Mines  and  Colo- 
rado Delta. 

Striking  Kansas,  U.S.  40  passes 
through  Manhattan  with  Kansas  Ag- 
ricultural College  and  Kansas  Beta,  and 
Lawrence  with  the  University  of  Kan- 
sas and  Kansas  Gamma. 

In  Missouri  the  route  passes  through 
Kansas  City  where  is  found  a  very  ac- 
tive Alumni  Association ;  Columbia  the 
home  of  the  University  of  Missouri  and 
Missouri  Alpha,  and  St.  Louis  with 
Washington  University  and  Missouri 
Beta,  and  another  active  Alumni  As- 
sociation.

From  Knoxville  the  route  is  by 
way  of  Lenoir  City,  Sweetwater, 
Athens,  and  Cleveland  to  Chattanooga. 
From  Chattanooga  to  Signal  Mountain 
Hotel — follow  the  signs. 

An  attractive  tour  over  U.S.  1  would 


begin  at  New  York  with  New  York 
University  and  New  York  Gamma,  and 
pass  through  Philadelphia  with  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pennsylvania  and  Pennsyl- 
vania Delta;  Baltimore  with  Johns 
Hopkins  University  and  Maryland  Al- 
pha to  Washington,  especially  interest- 
ing in  this  Bicentennial  year,  with 
George  Washington  University  and 
District  of  Columbia  Alpha. 

From  Washington  two  possible 
routes  are  open;  the  one  is  to  Bristol, 
Virginia-Tennessee,  via  Winchester, 
Staunton,  Lexington,  and  Roanoke, 
Virginia;  Bristol,  Virginia-Tennes- 
see, to  Knoxville  through  Johnson  City, 
Greenville  and  Morristown,  Tennessee 
24,  U.S.  11-E;  the  other  possibility  is 
from  Washington  through  Ashland, 
Virginia,  with  Randolph-Macon  Col- 
lege and  Virginia  Zeta,  into  Richmond 
where  is  located  the  Central  Office,  a 
shrine  which  should  be  visited  by  every 
Sig  Ep.  Here  is  to  be  enjoyed  not  only 
a  view  of  the  memorabilia  and  ma- 
chinery of  the  fraternity,  but  com- 
fortable lodgings  as  well.  On  the  edge 
of  Richmond  is  located  the  University 
of  Richmond  and  Virginia  Alpha. 
From  Richmond  the  route  passes  to 
Raleigh  with  North  Carolina  State  Col- 
lege and  North  Carolina  Beta.  At 
Raleigh  U.S.  1  is  deserted  for  U.S.  70 
which  passes  through  Durham  with 
Duke  University  and  North  Carolina 
Gamma  and  twelve  miles  from  which 
is  Chapel  Hill  with  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  and  North  Carolina 
Delta,  skirts  Davidson  with  Davidson 
College  and  North  Carolina  Epsilon 
and  into  Knoxville  with  the  University 
of  Tennessee  and  Tennessee  Alpha,  and 
thence  into  Chattanooga  as  described 
above. 

Other  routes  suggested  by  the  Con- 
clave Committee,  or  more  detailed  in- 
structions concerning  the  routes  already 
given,  are  to  be  had  from  the  follow- 
ing: Memphis,  Tennessee,  to  Signal 
Mountain  Hotel — Memphis  to  Win-

May  we  not  be  honored  by  your  ac- 
ceptance?" His  Honor,  Mayor  E.  D. 
Bass,  wired:  "On  behalf  of  the  good 
citizens  of  the  wonderful  city  of  Chat- 
tanooga, it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to 


extend  a  sincere  invitation  to  the  mem- 
bers of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  to  convene 
here."  To  these  advices  loyal  Sig  Eps 
added  such  tempting  assurances  as: 
"There  will  be  no  lost  cause  if  you 
choose  Chattanooga." — "You  can't  go 
wrong  on  Chattanooga." — "Dixie  can 
entertain  amid  historic  scenes." —

and  a  jaunt  to  Point  Lookout  and  Lula 
Lake  and  Lula  Falls  will  be  featured 
before  dropping  down  the  side  of 
Lookout  Mountain  to  Cavern  Castle, 
the  entrance  to  historically  famous 
Lookout  Mountain  Cave.  There  you'll 
drop  down  an  elevator  400  feet  to  the 
bottom  level  of  the  cave  into  the  very 
bowels  of  the  mountain  .  .  .  stalactites, 
stalagmites,  underground  creeks,  Indian 
burial  grounds,  an  underground  fall 
almost  400  feet  high  and  then  out  to 
continue  the  bus  ride  to  Missionary 
Ridge,  another  battlefield  of  the  Civil 
War  and  an  important  site  during  the 
early  days  of  the  original  colonies.
